Catania, June 20.—Some of the latest reports from the coun¬ 
tryside stricken by the eruption of Mount Etna give rise to the 
hope that the fury of the volcano may have passed its period of 
greatest intensity. The situation is generally regarded here as 
being practically unchanged, with the mighty stream’of Tava 
bearing slowly but inevitably upon Lingauglossa. 

During the night the,mouth of the crater was enlarged by a 
renewal of the terrible convulsions, and its lips, slipping into the 
seething interior, were hurled to the skies, tumbling down the 
aides of the mountain with a tremendous clatter.
